At the National Conference of 
Charities and Correction held at 
Buffalo last summer, a paper was 
read by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, Chief 
Chemist for the Department of Agri- 
culture, dealing with the adultera- 
tion of food supplies purchased for 
and by certain public institutions. 

It was intimated that canned goods 
and other foods of inferior quality 
were bought in quantity and by con- 
tract for such institutions, among 
which ware specified insane asylums, 
almshouses, penitentiaries and schools 
for the deaf. 

1 made a note of the~cireu instance 
at the time, intending to ask Dr. 
Wiley for a copy of his article, as I 
felt conviced that there must be an 
erroneous deduction in the case of 
our schools for the deaf, that an in- 
justice was being done them and that 
a harmful impression was created in 
the public mind by including them 
in this category. 

Recently I wrote Dr. Wiley for a 
copy of his article, stating that I was 
curious as to the source of his data 
concerning schools for the deaf in 
this connection. The following 
letter came in reply to-day, and ex- 
plains itself ;

Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for Ht. Ann's Church for 
l>oaf-MutoH, The present Church 
Is situated on M 8th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some iwonty-flve feet back from the 
line of the itreet to permit the erec- 
tion of Htich a building as above 
Indicated, which will form a faoade 
to the churofa edlfloeand be a center 
of religious ani Hocial life amongst 
the si lout people** Dr. Gallaudet 
ho)HMi during hm lifotime to see the 
erection of thin building, whiob 
would have completed the church 
with which bii natre has always 
been associated.
